KAUAI-based Hochman-McCann Hawaii Inc. has purchased the license to 
build a 19th Honolulu AM radio station. Partners George Hochman and 
Oahu-based Byron McCann bought the construction permit for KRUD-AM 
1130 from Memphis-based broadcaster George S. Flinn Jr. for $60,000, 
according to documents filed with the Federal Communications 
Commission. 


The FCC has approved the transfer of the broadcast license and the 
financial part of the deal will close soon, Hochman said. "We're going 
to put it on, hopefully by summertime, but we've got to build it," 
said Hochman. The studios will share space with Hono-lulu sister- 
station KORL-AM 690. Separately, Hochman owns Kauai's KITH-FM 98.9 and 
KTOH-FM 99.9 and Maui's KONI-FM 104.7. 


Hochman-McCann paid $550,000 for KORL in 2003. The station carries 
multicultural programming provided by individuals and businesses that 
purchase blocks of air time. "It's kind of like old-time radio. 
There's no formula, no ‘gotta be No. 1 (mentality).' They just super- 
serve their communities and we get really good response," Hochman 
said. 


KORL carries primarily Japanese, Filipino, Chinese and some Spanish- 
language programming. Hochman plans a similar format for the new 
station, which will not be seen as serious competition by Honolulu's 
larger radio operators. 


"I'm not going to be silly enough to try to compete on a little 500- 
watt AM station," he said. "I don't think we're going to be knocking 
off Perry and Price." 


One of his first orders of business will be to request a call letter 
change from the FCC. "If I had a sports station I'd probably keep 
‘em," as sort of a tongue-in-cheek, fun handle, "but no, I don't want

The resignation took effect [on] 25 January, the day his resignation 
was accepted by an NHK management committee, the sources said. NHK's 
official name is Japan Broadcasting Corp. Ebisawa had to leave his ABU 
post because it is conventionally taken by a top executive of the 
group's member broadcasting companies. 


ABU Vice-President Zainal Abidin Iberahim, director of news and 
current affairs at RTM Malaysia, is now acting president. The next 
president will be elected in November when the association holds a 
general meeting in Hanoi. Ebisawa assumed the top ABU position in 
January 1999 and was in his third term. 


The ABU is an association of broadcasting organizations formed in 1964 
to facilitate the development of broadcasting in the Asia-Pacific 
region and to organize cooperative activities among its members, 
according to the association. NHK took the initiative to inaugurate 
the ABU. It has more than 130 members in 54 countries, with its 
broadcaster members reaching a potential audience of about 3 billion 
people, according to the ABU. 


Ebisawa resigned as NHK president as the broadcaster faces financial 
difficulty in compiling its budget due largely to viewer refusal to 
pay subscription fees following a series of embezzlement scandals that 
surfaced in July last year.

A second free-to-air television station is scheduled to be launched in 
American Samoa on 1 May. To be called KHJ-TV, the station will be run 
by South Seas Broadcasting Inc. It also operates the popular radio 
station 93KHJ-FM. 


93KHJ General Manager John Summers said the new TV station will be an 
affiliate of the NBC-TV network. KHJ-TV, he said in a statement, will 
bring "mainland-style" television to the territory for the first time. 


93KHJ's Joey Cummings will be in charge of the operations side of the 
TV station and 93KHJ's Monica Miller will head the news department. 


The station plans to feature daily local news broadcasts at 6 p.m. and 
10 p.m. [local time, 0700 and 1100 gmt] on weekdays, possibly 
expanding to weekend local news broadcasts in the future. "We've been 
working on this project for years," said Mr Summers. "We felt the time 
was right for the territory to have a 'real' US-style TV station, 
complete with local news broadcasts." Unlike government-owned and run 
KVZK-TV, he said, the new station will air commercials for local 
businesses. 


The 1 May launch coincides with the fifth anniversary of 93KHJ-FM. The 
signal will be available on UHF channel 30 and on American Samoa 
Cablevision. South Seas Broadcasting President Larry Fuss, in the same 
statement, said that he was "thrilled to be able to bring NBC 
programming to American Samoa". The TV station will be housed on the 
second floor of Pago Plaza, adjacent to the radio station. "It's very 
small," said Mr Cummings, “but computers now make it possible to do a 
lot of things in a small space."

On the air

That's both a problem and an opportunity, Smith said. Those hours of 
radio time are a blank slate, and right now, no one knows exactly how 
they'll be filled. Smith said members of the community are welcome to 
try what they want on the community station. Got a great collection of 
Johnny Cash records you want to share? Come on in. 


There are plenty of ideas floating around, Smith said. There's talk 
about NTC having a call-in gardening show. Other staffers think a 
segment about parenting could be interesting. Some are mulling a 
program that would encourage literacy and reading. 


College officials also hope the station could be used to reach out to 
newer immigrants in the Wausau area in their native languages, and 


they envision having programming in both Hmong and Spanish. 

"It is definitely needed in this community," said Abner Cruz, the 
president of Latinos Unidos, a group that works to empower Hispanics 
in north central Wisconsin. "It would be a great instrument for the 
community ... helping minorities understand the resources available to 
them." Peter Yang, the chief operating officer of the Wausau Area 
Hmong Mutual Association, is equally excited about the potential of 
the new station. The Hmong Mutual Association already works to provide 
a half-hour television show, which airs at 10:30 a.m. on Sundays on 
WIFW-TV 12 and a radio show on WXCO-AM (1230) from 7:30 a.m. to 8:30 
a.m. on Sundays. But more air time would be helpful. 


"It certainly is an opportunity for us to expand our radio operation," 
Yang said. "We'd like to maybe even have a live talk show. I think 
that kind of program would generate some interest in the Hmong 
community." Smith said NTC applied for the permit in 2001. 


"We saw this as an opportunity to offer another resource in the 
community ... a way that NTC could reach out to various groups," Smith 
said. "We're at the point now that we want the community to know about 
it. We're going to need its help to produce programming." (via Artie

Harare: The government's secret service Central Intelligence 
Organization (CIO) is investigating several journalists it accuses of 
working with foreign media and hostile countries to tarnish Zimbabwe's 
image abroad. 


Sources within the CIO yesterday said that a decision to probe the 


media was taken at a meeting of senior operatives of the agency held 
in Harare last week. 


Journalists targeted for investigation are those working for 
international news agencies such as Reuters, Associated Press and 
those suspected of working for ZimOnline and the British Broadcasting 
Corporation (BBC), the sources said. 


ZimOnline is based in Johannesburg because it cannot operate in 
Zimbabwe where the government's Access to Information and Protection 
of Privacy Act (AIPPA) outlaws robust and independent journalism. 
ZimOnline employs more than 20 journalists based inside Zimbabwe but 
all working under cover for fear of victimisation by state security 
agents. The BBC is officially banned in Zimbabwe. 


One CIO officer, who did not want to be named, said: "There are 
journalists who are making a living by selling damaging information to 
our enemies and it was resolved that they should account for their 
actions. A probe team involving intelligence officers and guys from 
law and order (a police department) is already working on that." 


State Security Minister Nicholas Goche, in charge of the CIO, refused 
to take questions on the matter, saying "issues about intelligence 
work are not for public consumption". 


Zimbabwe Union of Journalists secretary-general Foster Dongozi 
condemned the probing of journalists by the secret service, saying it 
was an attempt to intimidate and muzzle the media. "Journalists in 
Zimbabwe are already under siege and we strongly condemn this latest 
attempt to further intimidate us," said Dongozi. 

He added: "As journalists, we are going to mobilize our members and 
friends of the profession against any further attempts to muzzle us." 


Zimbabwe is ranked among the most repressive environments for 
journalists in the world. In the last three years, hundreds of 
journalists have been arrested and three newspapers including the 
country's biggest and only independent daily, the Daily News, were 
shut down by the government.

THE SCIENCE MUSEUM, UK 


The Science Museum stores many objects that are too large to include 
at the London museum in an aircraft hangar at Wroughton near Swindon. 
The latest arrival was the huge structure that was once the most 
powerful telegraph transmitter in the world. The copper tuning coil 
was built at Rugby Radio Station as a replacement for the original 
which was destroyed by fire in 1943 when Government policy was to 
develop powerful radio transmitters that linked the empire by radio. 
The American whitewood frame is 11 metres high and eight metres long 
housing six copper coils fixed with wooden bolts. Later nylon bolts 
were used to provide better insulation. Firstly it transmitted Morse 
on 16 kHz at 350 kW. During WW11 it was used to carry communications 
to the Royal Navy, merchant shipping and the French Resistance and 
later it was used as a contact to shipping and submarines during the 
Cold War. It was decommissioned in March 2003 when the Rugby facility 
in the main closed down. It has been donated by BT as there is little 
use for the coil today as its role has been taken over by satellites. 
It is due to go on display in the spring. Wroughton has open days and 
can organise guided tours for groups or individuals.

FIRST ARTIFICIAL NEON SKY SHOW CREATED

By shooting intense radio beams into the night sky, researchers 
created a modest neon light show visible from the ground. The process 
is not well understood, but scientists speculate it could one day be 


employed to light a city or generate celestial advertisements. 


Researchers with the High Frequency Active Auroral Research Program 
(HAARP) project in Alaska tickled the upper atmosphere to the extent 
that it glowed with green speckles. 


The speckles were sprinkled amid a natural display known as the aurora 
borealis, or Northern Lights. The aurora occurs when electrons from a 
cloud of hot gas, known as plasma, rain down from space and excite 
molecules in the ionosphere, about 30 miles (50 kilometers) up. 


The HAARP experiment involves acres of antennas and a 1 megawatt 
generator. The scientists sent radio pulses skyward every 7.5 seconds, 
explained team leader Todd Pederson of the Air Force Research 
Laboratory. 


"The radio waves travel up to the ionosphere, where they excite the 
electrons in the plasma," Pederson told LiveScience. "These electrons 
then collide with atmospheric gasses, which then give off light, as in 
a neon tube." 


Pederson and his colleagues missed the show, but they snapped images. 


"We unfortunately were indoors watching the data on monitors during 
the experiment and were busy scrambling trying to make sure the 
effects were real and not some glitch with the equipment," he said. 
"We Knew right away it was something extraordinary to show up in real 
time on the monitor against the natural aurora, but did not confirm 
that it would have been visible to the naked eye until a day or two 
later when we had a chance to calibrate the raw data." 


The experiment is detailed in the Feb. 2 issue of the journal Nature. 


The research could improve understanding of the aurora and also help 
explain how the ionosphere adversely affects radio communications. 


It is not yet clear if the aurora must already be active before an 
artificial sky show can be induced, says Karl Ziemelis, chief physics 
editor at the journal. 


If no pre-existing aurora is required, Ziemelis said, "we are left 
with the tantalizing (some would say disconcerting) possibility that 
such radio-fuelled emissions could form the basis of a technology for 
urban lighting, celestial advertising, and more." 


Images from the HAARP camera showing speckle-like artificial optical 
emissions superimposed on the background natural aurora only during 
frames when the transmitter was on.
